NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 24th September, 2001 

G.S.R. 688(E).—The following set of certain rules further to amend the Ancient Monuments and Archaeological 
Sites and Remains Rules, 1959, which the Central Government proposes to make in exercise of the powers conferred by 
Section 38 of the Ancient Monuments and Archaeological Sites and Remains Act, 1958 (24 of 1958), is hereby published, 
as required by sub-section (i) of that section for information of all persons likely to be affected thereby, and notice is hereby 
given that the said rule will come into effect on or after the expiry of a period of one week, i.c. 1st October, 2001, from the date 
of issue of this gazette notification, copies of which are duly pasted on the notice board of all the ticketed monuments and 
circulated to all concerned agencies for information. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any person in respect of the said rule before the expiry 
of the period of one week will be considered by the Central Government. 

Objections or suggestions may be sent to the Director General, Archaeological Survey of India, Ministry of 
Culture, Janpath, New Delhi-110011. 

RULES 

1. These rules may be called the Ancient Monument and Archaeological Sites and Remains (Amendment) Rules, 2001. 

2. In the Ancient Monuments and Archaeological Sites and Remains Rules, 1959,— 

0) in rule 4, the words “any specified part of a protected monument," the words “any protected monument or 
any specified part thereof’ shall be substituted; 

(li) for rule 6, the following rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

6. Entrance fee:—No person above the age of 15 years shall enter into a protected monument orpartthereof— 


(a) specified as category ‘A’ monuments in Part I of the Second Schedule, except on payment of a fee as under:— 

(j) citizens of India. Rs. 10/-per head, 

(ii) others, . 5 US Dollars or corresponding to Rs, 250/-per head. 

(b) specified as category ‘B’ monuments in Part II of the Second Schedule, except on payment of fees as under:— 

(i) citizens of India . Rs. 5/-per head. 

(ii) others. . 2 US Dollars or corresponding to Rs. 100/- per head.
